U . Personnel: CARBOHTORATE was bom on 23 March 1915* He received a 

7 joo&, education which he finished by attending the University 
of Berlin from 1936 to 1938 and obtained his law degree on 
19 October 1930 before the Berlin Kamaergerlcht . From early ' 
1939 until he was drafted in December 1940, CARBOHYDRATE 
was employed as a law clerk by the Berlin Criminal Court. 

During the war Carbohydrate served with various field units, 
participating in the campaigns in Russia in 1942, Rumania 
In 1944, and Poland in 1944. He reached the sank of 
Sergeant (Uateroffizier). Captured at the end of the war 
by U.S. forces, he was released in late 1945 because he had 
a wife and four small children and was not a member of the Nazi 
Party (he was, however, active in the Hitler r Jhgend and a 
member of the National Socialist Lawyers 1 Association). 
Returning to Berlin, he found his family and his apartment 
in Berlin undamaged. In April 1946 Carbohydrate obtained 
employment as legal referent with the Neukoellh branch of 
the Berlin City Administration’s legal division. Finding 
his salary Inadequate, Carbohydrate looked for a more 
lucrative position, and in the late fall of 1946 obtained 
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employment with the German Admin is t rat ion for the Interior 
at Berlin-Wilhelmsruhe . First employed as assistant 
legal counsel, he soon became the referent in charge qf 
Dept K/A-e of the Criminal Police Division (the section 
dealing with all legal problems affecting the administration 
of the Criminal Police), He is now the director of the 
Referat for Legal Affairs in the Secretariat of the President, 
Polizeipr&esidium . 

5* Cover: Agent: His regular employment as a Berlin police (East) 

official and minor SBD functionary. 

Case Officer: Unidentified U.S. intelligence organization

the Soviet Sector of Berlin for the United States, our ability to clear 
agent later of charges of having been an SED member, deposit of money 
to agent's account in the West.

The project will be continued as long as agent retains his position in 
the East Sector Police .
